Pennsylvania voters this Fall will cast 
their harlots on two important issues 
revision of the Common wea lth 's ho 
year-old constitution and Sunday m o ­ 
tion pictures. 
At the September primary th** voters 
will decide whether a constitutional 
convention, authorized to write a new 
basic law with not more than a $50,- 
OOO,UGO borrowing provision included, 
should be convened in September.

Ai the November election, scores of 
Pennsylvania communities are to de 
cide wheth er Sunday motion pictures 
will be permitted within their bound 
aries. Under the Sunday motion pie 
Mire hill, five per cent of the voters 
in any municipality may petition for a 
referendum.

held. 
Gove rnmental authorities at present 
expect a favorable vote for a new 
constitution since both the Republican 
and Democratic platforms, accepted as 
qu asi -a ecura le reflectors or moulders 
of public opinion, agreed

for revision. Opposition may develop 
from q u a rt e rs which do not favor bind­ 
ing tile convention to a $50,000,000 
borrowing 
limit 
and 
from 
sources 
which do not believe revision should 
be attem pted in times of stress and 
unrest.

(The Sun, B a l t i m o r e , June 27, 1935) 
Viewed front any im portant angle*, tin* Administration s 
tax program, cts described in the W ashington dispatches, can 
be regarded only as a shallow mockery. 
Yesterday 
I he bun 
had occasion to say that the central 
question in the tax program that has been discussed, since the* 
President’s message to Congress one week ago today, was 
whether the purpose was to impose punitive taxes or to lay 
new taxes tor the purpose of putting the I rrasury on a sound 
basis. It the purpose was merely to punish, the program in our 
opinion should be stubbornly opposed. It the purpose was to 
move toward a balanced budget, the program in our opinion 
should be warmly supported. For it is by no means too early 
to lay the taxes which must be paid to cover our stupendous 
expenditures, unless we are to risk ultimate repudiation ot the* 
G overnm ent’s debts. T he rich must be prepared to pay more, 
the well-to-do must be prepared to pay more and so must tla- 
so-called small man. 
They all will pay, and pay through the* nose, ii vast spend­ 
ing goes on without adequate taxing until it comes to an end 
in a collapse of the* national credit and in repudiation ol the 
G overnm ent s debts. 
I hat will be taxation lor all, and no 
legerdemain of bookkeeping will save either the* rich m an or 
the well-to-do man and certainly it will not save* the* poor man. 


It is now appare nt that the Administration’s program is 
utterly trivial, utterly negligible, as a step toward a Udanced 
budge t. In the fiscal year drawing to a clo se , we had spent up 
to last Monday $7,190,586,468.76. O ur deficit last Monday 
was $3,422,948,294.80. As against that defic it, the $340,- 
000,000 provided in the present tax program is but a drop in 
the bucket. It is something short o f one-tenth ol this year’s 
deficit. And, since there is no sign whatever that the A dm in 
istration proposes to reduce its expenditures in the* next fiscal 
year, the new taxes can be expected to make no more impres­ 
sion upon the 19 J6 deficit. Moreover, as a popular rein upon 
expenditures, the new taxes will be? useless. 
I hey affect only 
a handful of people who, in most cases, lack any public or 
political influence. 


Such is the fruit of the A dm inistration’s work from the 
standpoint of those who believe that the gathering of a sub­ 
stantial income is not a crime which m ust be taxed to death, 
and that the possession of a substantial e*state is not a menace 
which must be taxed to death, but who also believe that new 
taxes must be laid, and sternly laid, to protect the I reasury and 
the G overnm ent’s debts. From the standpoint of those w ho 
are devoted to the theory of redistribution of wealth, the A d ­ 
ministration’s program is equally a mockery.
